A. B. Allison, the wife of Senator Alli- 
son, drowned herself in the Mississippi 
river some time during last Sunday night. 
She left home in the afternoon after one 
o'clock, telling her servant that she was 
going to one of HIT near neighbors, instead 
of this, however, taking her gossamer 
under her arm. she went in the opposite 
direction toward the country, where she 
had been accustomed to tike her daily 
walks. It is ascertained that she wan- 
dered around in the outskirts of the city 
during the afternoon, where she was seen 
by several persons walking rapidly, and 
apparently somewhat excited. 
Not re- 


turning by nine o'clock from the place 
where she was supposed to be, the alarm 
was given, and a search manUincd dur- 
ing the entire night. On Monday morn- 
ing her body wa'> discovered shortly after 
seven o'clock in the river about a mile 
below the city. 
She had cut up her gos- 


samer, placed some stones in it, and tied 
them securely about her 
neck , then 


walked deliberately into the river, and 
about thirty-five feet from the bank lay 
down and drowned herself where the 
water was only two and a half feet deep.

Allison was of a highly nervous 


tcmpcrment, and during the last two or 
three years has suffered from and been 
treated for mcntil disease.

THE HOME EDUCATION. 


Important though school education is, 


more important by far, since it begins 
earlier, lasts longer and embraces a wider 
range, is the education of the home. If 
children are to be what we wish them the 
parents must make some eflort to improve 
themselves in a right direction. This is 
quite possible. The greater portion of 
the parents of young children are them- 
selves still young—are, in fact, at the 
age at which acquisition is quickest and 
change of habits yet possible ; for though 
the power of acquisition, and to some ex- 
tent of change, does not desert a man so 
long as he preserves his faculties intact 
yet it is indisputable that as the second 
half of a long life progresses the habits 
and modes of thought of previous life ac- 
quire greater domination. 
All around 


the parents lie opportunities for improve- 
ment—physical, mental, moral—if only 
they will put aside occasionally the en- 
grossing but groveling pursuits of life, 
the struggle for bread or for. riches, and 
attend awhile to the needs of body and 
mind. In improving themselves they 
will improve their children, and vice 
versa. 
Whatever little time and money 


may be directly lost, even by the poorest, 
in this way will be more than repaid by 
the rest and 
renewed freshness with 


which life's daily toil will be 
recom- 


menced, to say nothing of the increased 
powers gained by both parents and chil- 
dren. It is a sad truth that few parents 
are fitted to be parents. Those who pro- 
fess to believe that they have an immor- 
tal soul, that man is a being distinguished 
from all others by the possession of a 
reason and the hope of an eternity, and 
who repeat the name of him who died 
to save them, show how much they believe 
in their professions by unions for life in 
which not reason but mere animalism is 
tne guide, by utter neglect to inform 
themselves how to properly bring up 
children. It has been cynically asked : 
"Who cares for posterity?" Few have 
answered by their acts that they have 
such care, and the lack of such care 
proves what a miserable varnish our 
civilization is.—Tlie Record. 


THE RICHEST NEGEESS m THE LAND. 


—The death of Mrs. Elizabeth A. Glouces- 
ter, in New York, has called forth much 
gossip among the well-to-do colored pop- 
ulation of Philadelphia.

of her girlhood and married life was spent 
in that city. §She was given her liberty 
in Richmond, Virginia, in 1817, and was 
taken into the family of the Rev. Mr.

Philadelphia family.

quently she met and married her bygone 
playmate, a younger son of her former 
protector.

ter had saved a snug sum, and on her re- 
moval to N«w York, shortly after her 
marriage, opened a small furniture store. 
Her venture prospered, and by a number 
of fortunate real estate speculations she 
amassed a considerable fortune, which at 
her death was estimated at half a million 
of dollars and yava her the reputation of 
being the richest colored woman in the

Six of her children 


are still living, and three of the gii Is have 
graduated from Oberlin College. Her 
husband is a druggist, not a plumber, as 
at first reported.—Plnladelpltia Times.

away, and South Carolina 


been allowed to take possession of Fort 
Sumter. The fact is, as Judge Black 
has already said, that the 
secessionists 


"desired that evacuation for the sole pur- 
pose of making their predetermined de- 
parture easy and safe. 
Such a conspicu- 


ous act of concession would eave been an 
acknowledgement of their right to secede, 
and they would have tumbled out as fast 
as they could formulate their ordinances." 
Nothing could have been 
more nearly 


fatal than such a surrender on the part of 
the Union to a truculent State, and Judge 
Black deserves credit for eis share in 
bracing up a vacillating President to a 
proper decision of this grave matter. 


Mr. Davis has frequently boasted that 


he has been "reconstructed." He never 
makes a public appearance, indeed, with- 
out showing how well lie has succeeded in 
resisting all the lessons of time and ex- 
perience other men are glad to profit by. 
Here he is still arguing, in Ihis letter, 
that Fort Sumter, although the ground 
on which it stood had been ceded to the 
United States, belonged to South Caro- 
lina by the right of eminent domain. He 
reargues the old controversy as to the 
right of the general Government to co- 
erce a State, showing that iii the two 
Pennsylvania insurrections, in 1794 and 
1799, the militia was employed to restore 
order, and that in tliu tall the militia of 
the State where this difficulty occurred 
was preferred. 


No doubt it would have suited Mr. 


Davis almost as well to have had the mi- 
litia of South Carolina called on to sup- 
press the rebellion m that State, as it 
would to have had the United 
States 


Government give Fort Sumter to South 
Carolina with which to make war on the 
stars and stripes. 
This was one of many 


ways in which the Government failed to 
carry on the war as Mr. Davis and his 
fellow conspirators wanted it carried on. 


Yet it is the best uatured Government 


in the world. 
Only the other day a bri- 


gade of Confederate veterans held their 
reunion in army tents loaned by the Gov- 
ernment they had tried to destroy. What 
more could men ask 1 But even to them 
Mr. Davis wrote one of his snarling let- 
ters. Let us hope the veterans were 
ashamed of him.—N. Y. Tribune.

The household department in the Con 


gregationalist, conducted by "Hope Lee 
yard," contains much that is of interes 
to housekeepers. The following extract 
from an article on "canning" is applica- 
ble to the season. 


Examine your jars, covers and rubber 


carefully, putting aside any cracked or 
nicked glasses, loose rubbers or ben 
covers. The great point is to heat the 
ars by rolling in warm water; have the 
fruit boiling hot. fill the jar to tbe brim 
and screw tightly. 
Tomatoes should be 


peeled; boiling water poured over them 
will remove the peel easily. 
Mash the 


omatoes with a wooden spoon as they 
boil; put no salt in, and if they yield 
much juice dip some of it out. 
When 


tomatoes are plentiful, besides canning 
you can dry a quantity. 
Boil the tomato 


till it is reduced less than one-half, and 
then spread it on plates and dry in the 
sun or a cool oven. 
Tomatoes are the 


only vegetables I have succeeded in can- 
ning, but green corn can be preserved so 
as to be very palatable in the following 
manner: Boil the corn on the cob till the 
milk does not flow when a grain is pricked. 
Cut the corn off the cob, and having put 
a layer of salt, half an inch deep, in a 
stone jar, put two inches of corn, then 
another half-inch layer of salt, and so on 
till nearly full. 
Let the last layer be of 


salt, and he a full inch thick; pour over 
this a good layer of melted lard, and 
cover with thick white paper. 
Soak tbe 


corn over night, and you will find it fresh 
and sweet. 


I put water to my berries and boil 


ifteen minutes, though some put black- 
berries or huckleberries on with cold 
water and let them come to a boil. There 
s no rule as to sugar, since it is sealing 
when boiling that preserves them, and 
not the sugar. 
For 
peaches, allow a 


heaping tablespoonfui of sugar for each 
quart of fruit, after paring and stoning. 
3ut a small cupful of water in the kettle 
o keep from burnin". 


In canning pears, treat Bartletts and 


Seckels better than tbe coarser kinds. 
Make a syrup of A quarter of a pound of 
sugar and one pint of water to each quart 
of fruit. 
Put this on to heat, and peel 


your pears, dropping them into a pan of

Kenmrkable disturbances have been 


reported from .1 mountain near t'zerno- 
witz, Austria. The ground around the 
mountain's basr ban opened in wide and 
deep chasms, ;:nd many buildings near 
the spot have bi-en thrown down. 


Herr Helferich reports a case in which 


the removal of .1 tumor from a woman's 
arm took away nearly the whole upper 
half of the biceps muscle.
